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Riverport receives DRA funds to dredge at the port’s dock 


The Hickman-Fulton County 
Riverport Authority (HFCRA) 
announced last week that it has 
received approximately $50,000 
in funding from the Delta 
Regional Authority (DRA) 
to complete dredging at the 
HFCRA dock. On Monday, Aug. 
13, Mike G. Marshall, Alternate 
Federal Co-Chairman of the 
DRA informed the Riverport 
that the grant application for the 
HFCRA had been approved. 

In 2000, Congress established 
the DRA to enhance economic 
development and improve the 


quality of life for the hard¬ 
working residents of the 
Delta region. The DRA was 
established to improve the 
lives of the 10 million people 
who live in 252 counties and 
parishes in parts of eight states. 
Targeted investments in each of 
the eight states has created over 
6,000 jobs and retained nearly 
the same number of jobs. 

The extreme low water levels 
on the Mississippi River, lack of 
annual maintenance dredging 
and heavy silting from record 
flooding in 2011 closed the Elvis 


J. Stahr harbor in late May. The 
Army Corps of Engineers has 
been dredging the main channel 
of the Elvis Stahr harbor since 
August 3. 

The additional funding 
from the DRA will remove 
approximately 15,000 cubic 
yards of silt and accumulated 
sediment from an area 
approximately 30 feet wide 
by 300 feet long from the 
Riverport dock. The grant was 
rushed through the application 
process after the Army Corps 
of Engineers dredging efforts 
revealed the need for the 
additional dredging along the 
Riverport docks. 

The Purchase Area 


Development District in 
Mayfleld, Ky., and the Riverport 
jumped into action to complete 
the application and get it in to the 
DRA in one day so it could be 
approved in 24 hours. The quick 
action by the DRA allowed for 
silt and sediment removal while 
the dredge was still located in 
the Elvis Stahr harbor, before 
it moves down the river to start 
dredging at other ports on the 
Mississippi River. 

As of Thursday, Aug. 16, 
the Riverport was somewhat 
operational after all the dredging 
was performed. “We can’t get

Drought 2012 could start impacting 
food prices, county yields low 

Some Fulton County farmers have been busy shelling corn 
over the last week or two. Others started this week. Typically 
farmers in this area would normally begin harvesting com when 
they reach 18% moisture or less. “With the drought affecting the 
yield of this year’s crops they are now looking for 15.5% or less 
moisture to avoid taking an additional hit at the grain elevator,” 
stated UK Extension Agent Cam Kenimer. “The return isn’t 
going to be good. We are predicting about 70-75 bushels per 
acre.” This is half of the county average. Over the last 10 years 
the yields have been around 148 bushels. 

“With the recent rains that we have had, soybean crops could 
be decent,” continued Kenimer. “Maybe around 39-40 bushels 
and only 30-35 on double crop, behind wheat, soybeans. I hope 
I am wrong and I am giving to low of an average.” 

Nevertheless, “the widespread drought has caused much 
attention on the impact of the rising price of corn on food 
prices. While there is no doubt that the higher corn prices we 
are observing are going to affect what we pay for groceries, it 
varies considerably on the food product and the time period 
being considered, states Will Snell, Extension Ag Economist on 
corn prices. 

“Overall, only about every 15 cents out of every dollar 
consumers spend on food can be attributed to value of farm 
products. Packaging, storage, transportation, labor, profits, 
among other non-farm items comprise 85% of what we pay in 
the grocery stores for our food. 

“The impact of higher com prices has a much greater impact

TVA proposes no rate increase for 
fiscal year 2013, Kilgore will retire 


to beautify Hickman. 

Another area of focus for the 
Commission is ensuring that all 
residents are purchasing their 
city stickers and businesses 
are paying occupational taxes. 
Chief of Police Tony Grogan is 
in the process of implementing 
a plan to visit individual homes 
within the limits of the law in 
Hickman to discuss the respon¬ 
sibility of each homeowner to 
be in compliance with the city 
sticker ordinance. City Man¬ 
ager Larry Myatt and City Clerk 
Donna Haney have been send¬ 
ing out letters to businesses who 
are delinquent in paying occu¬ 
pational taxes, the deadline was 
in June. 

“We need to keep pursuing 
these items,” stated Mayor Lat¬ 
tus. “It is the law and it is a debt 
to the city when individuals 
don’t purchase their city stick¬ 
ers and businesses don’t pay 
their occupational tax.” Those 
not in compliance will receive 
a warning and have seven days 
to purchase their stickers at City 
Hall. 

During unfinished business 
the Commission approved a 
change order to the $250,000 
KIA Grant with permission to 
advertise for bids. “The origi-

Despite a challenging year, 
the Tennessee Valley Authority 
board of directors on Thursday, 
Aug. 16, passed a TVA budget 
for fiscal year 2013 that includes 
no increase in wholesale electric 
rates. 

Hickman-Fulton Counties 
Rural Electric Cooperative 
Corporation (HFRECC) is 
extremely pleased that TVA 
has declined pushing another 
wholesale power increase to its 
distributors,” stated HFRECC 
President and CEO Greg 
Grissom. “Our current annual 
wholesale power bill exceeds 
7.5 million dollars, 76% of 
HFRECC total revenue is 
earmarked to pay for wholesale 
power from TVA. In addition 
HFRECC does not forsee any 
base retail rate increases for 
2013 and 2014.” 

“This demonstrates TVA’s 
commitment to delivering 
reliable, low-cost and cleaner 
energy to consumers and 


businesses in the Valley,” said 
TVA President and CEO Tom 
Kilgore. “Supplying reliable, 
competitively priced electricity 
is the single most important 
thing TVA can do for the 
economic health of the region. 

“The budget recommendation 
approved by the board contains 
no rate increase for FY2013 
and lays the foundation for a 
consistent rate strategy in the 
years ahead,” he added. 

Kilgore noted that even as 
TVA works to improve its 
power rates, it also must invest 
in the power system to address 
necessary maintenance and 
operational needs, including 
environmental projects. The 
approved 2013 budget, which 
is based on projected revenues 
of $11.2 billion, includes $2.7 
billion for capital investments, 
in addition to $9.5 billion 
for operating expenses.

School board takes compensating rate 

Bledsoe expresses displeasure with MSU 
and state’s calculated graduation rate

Last year when the school 
board elected to take the 
compensating tax rate they 
still generated approximately 
$10,000 for the district. This 
year, after contemplating 
a recommendation by 
Superintendent Dennis Bledsoe 
to hold a public hearing and 
take the 4% rate increase, 
Fulton County School Board 
members Melanie Atwill, 
Cheryl Williams, Rob Garrigan 
and Wiley Gannon, opted for 
the same amount in tax revenue 
with the rate increasing from 
47.6 to 48.1. 

Even though the rate is 


increasing the funds are not 
because of the loss of taxes of 
the former Eagle building, which 
is now owned by a government 
entity and the loss of homes in 
the county. Whenever a home 
is lost to fire or demolished and 
is not replaced, the tax revenue 
decreases, due to lost real 
property values. 

“It is the most unpleasant 
thing the superintendent has 
to do,” stated Supt. Bledsoe 
when raising taxes. “I was 
thinking about the loss of 
grants that we have experienced 
when I recommended taking 
the 4% increase.” If the 
board had decided to go up

as close to our dock as we would 
like,” stated Assistant Port 
Director Amy Williamson, “but 
we are able to do some loading 
and unloading of barges.” 

The Dorena-Hickman Ferry, 
which was back in operation 
last week, did shut down for a 
short period of time on Thursday 
while some of the dredging was 
being performed at the Riverport 
dock. 

The Ohio River level on the 
Cairo gauge was at 8.9 on Aug. 
16 and the Hickman gauge was 
sitting at 1.16. 

During “one of the worst 
droughts in decades,” stated DRA 
Chairman Chris Massingill on 
August 7 during a White House 
Rural Council meeting, “the 
Authority stands ready to assist 
the (Obama) Administration and 
its federal partners in bringing 
the essential information for the 


services and programs to the 
people of its region. 

“In conjunction with SBA, 
USDA and the Department 
of Commerce, the DRA will 
help host community outreach 
events throughout its footprint.

“Lower costs for the fuel used

help TVA lower power costs 
and ensure reliability,” Kilgore 
added. TVA also plans to avoid 
spikes in power prices in the 
future by considering smaller 
rate increases more frequently. 

“This rate strategy would 
serve our customers and TVA 
better by making our rates less 
volatile and easier to predict,” 
he said. “If TVA had used that 
approach in past years, TVA 
rates would be no higher than 
they are now but TVA would 
have better cash fiow for 
maintaining and upgrading the 
power system. 

The board of directors also 
announced last Thursday that the 
process was already underway 
to recommend a new president 
and CEO for TVA as Kilgore 
announced his retirement by 
year-end at the August TVA 
board meeting. 

Mr. Kilgore serves as the 
first president and CEO for the 
country’s largest public power 
utility. He joined TVA in 2005. 

“I look forward to working 
more on my farm,” said Mr. 
Kilgore, who grew up in 
northeast Alabama. “And I am 
proud of TVA’s focus on low 
rates, clean, reliable energy and 
enhancing the economic growth 
in the Tennessee Valley.”

Stayed relatively low, although 
much more electricity is being 
used each year. 

A kilowatt-hour of electricity 
cost about two cents in 1946. 
Today, a kilowatt-hour of 
electricity in the Tennessee 
Valley region is only about nine 
cents, well below the national 
average. 

Meanwhile, the cost of other 
basic items, such as a gallon 
of gasoline or loaf of bread, 
has increased dramatically.

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Extension celebrates 100 years of county agents

LEXINGTON, Ky., (July 
20, 2012) -Whether they rode 
up to a farm on a horse-drawn 
buggy or offer advice on the 
bed of a pick-up truck, county 
extension agents have been 
providing unbiased, researched- 
based information to Kentucky 
farmers for a century. 

“Even though we are a 
hundred years old, the University 
of Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service is seeking 
to find and serve people where 
they are and in ways they 
want to receive information,” 
said Jimmy Henning director 
of the Kentucky Cooperative 
Extension Service. “Today, 
that includes the farm visit and 
the smartphone. In addition, 
programs have expanded to 
encompass youth, families, 
community development and 
even fine arts.” 

Charles Mahan was hired 
as the first full-time county 
agent in agriculture in the fall 
of 1912 in Henderson County, 
even though Congress’ Smith- 
Lever Act didn’t establish the 
Cooperative Extension Service 
until 1914. His annual salary 
of $1,400 was split between the 
county and the U.S. Department 
of Agriculture’s Office of 
Earm Management. During his 
first year, he did his work by 
horse and buggy. After that, 
local leaders bought him a red 
motorcycle so he could visit 
farmers. 

Six more agriculture agents 
were hired by spring 1913. 
The first home demonstration 
agents, now called family and 
consumer sciences extension 
agents, were hired in early 1914 
on a short-term basis. They 
worked through the summer 
teaching food preservation 
techniques to women and girls. 
J.M. Eeltner is listed as a district 
4-H club agent for Eastern 
Kentucky based out of Laurel 
County in 1917. However, from 
the late 1930s until the early 
1950s, those who primarily 
worked with counties’ young 
people held the title of assistant 
agent in agriculture or assistant 
agent in home economics. In the 
1960s, these agents officially 
became county 4-H agents. 

Mahan left the state for a 
brief period for extension jobs 
in Indiana and Ohio. When he 
returned in 1920, he became the 
state supervisor for Kentucky 


Cooperative Extension county 
agents. In a speech he wrote after 
returning to Kentucky, Mahan 
said one of the biggest functions 
of his job was to “develop sane, 
safe, local leaders who can be 
trusted to think things through, 
see both sides of the question, 
give wise council and leadership 
to their fellow men.” To that 
extent, he helped determine 
that extension agents’ function 
should be primarily education, 
offering unbiased, research- 
based information to their 
clients. This continues to be 
the philosophy of Cooperative 
Extension today. 

Eor Warren Thompson, 
becoming a county agent was 
his goal from a young age. As 
a boy growing up in Eulton 
County, he watched his parents 
work with extension agents 
on various projects and he 
participated in 4-H, which was 
led by H.C. “Corley” Brown, 
Eulton County agriculture agent 
from 1930-1933. 

“I held county agents in 
such high esteem,” he said. 
“They were bright, listened and 
worked with everyone. Corley 
Brown was so full of vigor and 
vitality. I wanted to be just like 
him.” 

After graduating from UK and 
being an assistant county agent 
for a short period, Thompson 
was hired as the Hickman 
County agriculture and natural 
resources extension agent in the 
spring of 1943. 

“The biggest task for an agent 
was to try to find people who 
were not satisfied and wanted 
a better way to do things, and 
parents who wanted better lives 
for their kids,” Thompson said. 

Thompson said county agents 
helpedbridgethecommunication 
gap between the university and 
rural Kentuckians. As agent, he 
worked with producers in his 
county to plant hybrid corn, 
cross-breed cattle to improve 
genetics and milk production, 
and plant tall fescue to control 
soil erosion. While it would be 
30 more years before researchers 
understood the effects the 
tall fescue endophyte had on 
cattle, Thompson worked with 
producers to seed legumes so 
cattle could graze the fescue 
without becoming sick. 

During this time, only Clinton, 
the Hickman County seat, had 
telephone service, and it wasn’t 
always functional. To get the 


latest information from the 
university, Thompson attended 
every UK field day that he could 
in Princeton and Lexington. He 
shared this information with 
farmers during farm visits, 
through articles he wrote for 
the local newspaper and by 
word of mouth. He convinced 
producers to let him put on-farm 
demonstrations by the road so 
everyone could see them. 

Today, communication 

is much improved, but UK 
specialists still have on-farm 
research trials, and the majority 
of agents still has weekly 
columns in the newspapers and 
makes farm visits. They also use 
the latest connnunication tools 
including the Internet, social 
media and YouTube to provide 
farmers with the most current 
information. 

Eew people can attest to 
extension agents’ quality of work 
better than the descendants of 
Charles Mahan. A century later, 
his grandson and great-grandson 
continue to be heavily involved 
with Cooperative Extension and 
agriculture in Central Kentucky. 

“My grandfather helped 
establish the connection 
between Extension and Earm 
Bureau, and as a former state 
director of Kentucky Earm 
Bureau, I see the value of the 
two organizations working 
together,” said Jim Mahan. 
“By serving on the Agricultural 
Development Board, I know that 
the investment the Governor’s 


Office for Agricultural Policy 
made in agriculture communities 
across the state couldn’t have 
been done without the Extension 
Service.” 

Jim Mahan’s son, John, 
and Nick Carter, Eayette 
County agriculture and natural 
resources extension agent, 
worked together before Carter 
became an agent, as he was 
John Mahan’s banker. 

“I’ve always been a part of 
their operation in providing them 
with service and education,” 
Carter said. “I’ve also pointed 
them to specialists at UK.” 

Since Carter became an 
extension agent, he and John 
Mahan have worked together 
on crop production issues such 
as lodging in corn and fungicide 
applications and economics 
related to the Mahans’ 
agricultural operation. 

Jim Mahan has served on 
the Eayette County District 
Extension Board and continues 
to serve on the Eayette County 
Extension Council. The 
Mahans and Carter worked to 
incorporate agriculture back 
into the Lexington Lions Club 
Bluegrass Eair. 

“Agriculture is Nick’s 
passion, and it shows through 
his dedication to his job,” said 
John Mahan. “There has been 
more than one occasion when 
Nick and I have studied an issue 
in a crop by the lights of a pick¬ 
up truck.”

missions relatively new to the 
lower stretches of the Mississip¬ 
pi,” said Commissioner James. 

In addition to flood safety, 
the commission is increasingly 
looking at the blending of some 
newer river missions. Unlike 
when he first joined, every de¬ 
cision made today strongly con¬ 
siders environmental impacts 
and ways to improve the envi¬ 
ronment, he said. Structures like 
rock dikes are now being built 
with notches to reconnect the 
river to backwaters and improve 
fish habitat. Even areas of the 
river long feared as treacherous 
are being considered for recre¬ 
ation opportunities.

The role of the Mississippi 
River Commission has changed 
in some important ways since 
he was appointed by then-Presi- 
dent Ronald Reagan in 1981, 
says R.D. James. But one thing 
hasn’t-the group’s vigilance in 
keeping commerce flowing and 
people in the watershed safe. 

“I think our number one mis¬ 
sion is to safely pass floods 
down the Lower Mississippi 
River Valley,” he said. “If we 
don’t do that, people will lose 
their lives, and that is not ac¬ 
ceptable.” 

“In addition to flood safety, 
the commission is increasingly 
looking at the blending of some 
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“We’re looking at anything 
we can do within our flood con¬ 
trol and navigation authorities 
to make that happen,” he said. 
“But between currents and ed¬ 
dies, velocity of the water, the 
towboats...It’s not like the Up¬ 
per Mississippi where we have a 
series of pools to recreate in. The 
first time I ever went to Minne¬ 
sota, to Red Wing, what I could 
not get over was the volume of 
pleasure boats. I thought, “What 
in the world?” 

Recreating on the river isn’t a 
new concept to James, though. 
Growing up in Hickman, Ky., 
he’d swim and water ski in the 
Mississippi, and buy the fresh 
fish available daily at local 
docks. He moved away to get a 
degree in civil engineering but 
moved into the Birds Point-New 
Madrid spillway to farm cotton 


and run his father-in-law’s cot¬ 
ton gin. While there, he became 
active in local levee boards and 
drainage districts, which nomi¬ 
nated him for the high honor of 
Mississippi River Commission¬ 
er in 1981. 

Of the seven members, he 
is the second-longest serving 
member behind Sam Angel, 
who was appointed in 1979. 
None represents a particular 
river stretch; instead, all look 
out for the interests of the entire 
watershed. James has been in 
the spotlight for his home turf 
since participating in the heart- 
wrenching decision to activate 
the Birds Point-New Madrid 
fioodway-one that flooded his 
own land and livelihood as well 
as his son’s and many neigh¬ 
bors’.

J.A. Browder fathers nine children 


James Alpheus Browder, the 
oldest of ten children of David 
and Mary (Smith) Browder, was 
born March 6, 1828 in what is 
now Fulton County, and died 
at the age of 43, October 5, 
1871, and is buried at Palestine 
Cemetery near Fulton. 

His grandfather, Isham 
Browder, a Revolutionary soldier 
from Virginia settled in Hopkins 
County. His grandmother, 
Rachel, the daughter of John 
Slaydon, a Revolutionary 
soldier, and Susannah Hodges of 
Hopkins County, Kentucky, was 
the granddaughter of Arthur and 
Rachel Slaydon of Goochland 
County, Virginia. 

Alpheus Browder’s maternal 
grandparents were Elias and 
Margaret (Vaught) Smith of 
Hopkins County. Elias Smith 
was the son of John Smith, who 
died in 1801 in Muhlenberg 
County. Peggy Vaught’s father, 
John Vaught, a Revolutionary 
soldier was the son of Christian 
and Hannah (Crum) Vaught of 
Hagerstown, Maryland. 

He was a farmer and a devout 
member of Palestine Methodist 
Church, serving his church in 
many capacities. 

On December 17,1852, he was 
married to Caroline Elizabeth 
Bard, the daughter of Samuel 
and Catherine Holland Bard of 
Hickman County. (See Samuel 


Bard history) 

Their nine children were: 

1. James Samuel, 1852- 
1871, unmarried 

2. Mary Catherine (Mollie), 
1854-1890, married Dr. 
John E. Morris and settled in 
Madisonville, Texas. 

3. Albert David, 1856-1901, 
unmarried. 

4. Eugenia Ann (Genie), 
1858-1943, married J.E. Fields 
(see J.E.F.) 

5. John C., 1860-1944, married 
Louella Milner. 

6. Margaret Lee (Mag), 1863- 
1885, married Frank King, II 
Kilgore 

7. Benjamin Edward, 1866- 
1939, married I, Magdalene 
Guerrant; II, Dora Davidson; and 
III, Della Bugg 

8. Martha Victoria (Mattie), 
1867-1892, was the second wife 
of John M. Wright. 

9. Lula Jane, 1870-1943, 
married William Sidney Bard 
(See John E. Bard). 

All nine children, with the 
exception of Mary Catherine 
(Mollie) settled and reared their 
families in Fulton County and 
all nine are buried at Palestine. 
Dr. Morris moved his family to 
Texas because of his health. 

The Browder farm is now 
the western end of the Fulton 
airport.

Lemon Icebox Pie

Crust: 

1 1/3 C butter cookie crumbs 
1/4 c. sugar 

Filling: 

1 4 oz can sweetened condensed milk 
2/3 c. fresh lemon juice, strained 


Pinch of salt 

5 this unsalted butter, melted 

2 tsp. lemon zest, finely grated 
Pinch of salt 


2 large egg yolks (save whites for meringue) plus 1 whole egg, lightly beaten 

Meringue: 

1/2 c. sugar 3 large egg whites, room temperature 

2 tsp vanilla 

Preheat oven to 375, 

Mix all crust ingredients. Spray a 9" pie plate with cooking spray and press 
the crust evenly on the bottom and up the sides of the plate. Freeze for 30 
minutes so the crust will keep its shape when you bake it. bake for 10 minutes 
or until the crust is firm and the edges turn golden. Remove crust from oven 
and then turn the oven temperature down to 325. 

Now make the filling. Whisk together condensed milk, lemon juice and 
zest, egg yolks, whole egg, and pinch of salt. Beat until smooth. Pour filling 
into the warm crust and put back into the oven. Bake until the center is set, 
about 25-30 minutes. Allow pie to cool on a wire rack until room temperature 
and then refrigerate for at least 3 hours, lightly covered with plastic wrap. 

Construct a double boiler with boiling water in the bottom bowl and the egg 
whites, vanilla and sugar in the top. Beat on low until the sugar is dissolved 
completely, then put the spurs to it until medium peaks form, 8-9 minutes. 

Spoon or pipe the meringue onto your pie any way you think is pretty. You 
can either place your pie under your broiler or use your fancy chefs torch to 
irown the peaks.

Pilots offense sputters in season opener at Sanger Field 


The Reidland Greyhounds 
won the toss, elected to receive 
the ball to start the game, and it 
was all theirs from the very be¬ 
ginning. The Pilots hosted the 
Greyhounds for their first home

The experience left him 
overwhelmed at the kindness 
of those neighbors and the ef¬ 
fectiveness of the system that 
passed a record fiood without 
loss of a single life. 

“You can go back into the 
1800s, and the decisions and 
designs that were made still are 
used and are successful,” he 
said. “Em not going to say we 
haven’t improved on some of 
those ideas, but those ideas were 
there, and we basically built this 
system based on them.” 

Similar foresight is what the 
connnission aims for today, he 
says. A 200-year vision for the 
watershed is this commission’s 
effort, “in our humble way, to 
infiuence things 200 years from 
now, rather than taking them by 
decades the way we all normally 
try to do things,” he said. 

James hopes to continue to 
serve for decades more. His big¬ 
gest frustration in the role, he 
said, is seeing the critical need 
for improvements in navigation 
structures like aging locks but 
having to wait a “terribly long 
time” for things to get done. 
And the greatest rewards? 

“Seeing a fiood go down the 
Mississippi River and not kill 
anybody, seeing barges and 
towboats travel up and down 
the river on a daily basis with¬ 
out hitting snags and without 
running aground and seeing 
environmental areas with wild¬ 
life and waterfowl using them. 
This doesn’t happen immedi¬ 
ately, but over time, I see things 
that we’re enjoying now that 
weren’t being enjoyed when I 
was first appointed to the com- 
mission.”-K.S.

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on the cost of meats and dairy 
products than on processed 
foods (such as corn flakes) and 
beverages (corn-sweetened soft 
drinks). 

“Most analysts conclude that 
even with the near doubling of 
corn prices in recent months, 
a $3.50 box of corn flakes 
contains less than 10 cents of 
corn, while a $1.50/fllter soft 
drink sweetened with high 
fructose corn syrup has less 
than a nickel of corn. Thus the 
recent escalation in corn prices 
has only added a few pennies to 
the cost of many processed food 
and beverage items that use com 
as an ingredient. 


“Actually, in the short- 
run, we could see meat prices 
decline (or at least stabilize) 
due to the drought forcing herd 
liquidations and thus inducing 
higher short-term meat supplies. 
But as livestock inventories 
shrink, future meat supplies 
will be lower and consequently 
we should expect higher meat 
prices in the winter and early 
in 2013. Currently USD A is 
projecting meat price increases 
of 3.5 to 4.5% in 2012. 

Overall, USD A is projecting 
that food prices will increase 
2.5 to 3.5% in 2012 vs historical 
annual food price increase of 


2 to 2.5% which is a surprise 
to many. Some foods products 
such as fruits and vegetables 
(including com on the cob) 
are produced with access 
to irrigation and thus not as 
much impacted by the drought. 
Another factor that could limit 
food price increases is the current 
intense competition in the food 
retailing industry. Finally many 
food items that are impacted by 
higher corn prices, such as milk, 
meats, and soft drinks are often 
used as loss-leader items as 
food retailers offer specials on 
these items to attract customers 
to their stores. 


School 
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4% it would generate 
approximately $37,000 in 
additional income, which could 
be a starting teacher salary or a 
1 to 1.5% pay increase for the 
staff. 

The three-year trend shown 
in an ACT Profile report shows 
Fulton County’s numbers 
increasing. “We are at a 18- 
19% average during the last 
three years,” commented Supt. 
Bledsoe. “This year we have 
27% of students, moving in the 
right direction, college and career 
ready. We still have some work 
to do on our ACT scores.” He 
also noted that now all students, 
no matter if they have decided to 
go to college or not, are required 
to take the ACT, mandated by 
the state. 

With this in mind, Supt. 
Bledsoe recognized that four 
Fulton County sophomores, who 
meet the ACT requirements to 
take dual credit courses at Murray 
State University (MSU), were 
denied that opportunity. “I learned 
today that they are only going to 
accept juniors and seniors,” he 
said. “I am disappointed with 
MSU because they wouldn’t 
let four of our sophomores take 
dual credit courses even though 
they qualified.” Students must 
achieve a 21 or higher on the 
ACT in order to be eligible to 
take the classes. 

“We did have a couple of 
sophomores who did it last 
year and they did fine,” he said. 
Supt. Bledsoe has expressed his 
disappointment to Dianne Owen, 
the director of the Four Rivers 
Scholarship Program and to 
MSU. “I am very disappointed,” 
he reiterated. “They missed 
an opportunity to help four 
deserving students.” 

The way the state calculates 
the graduation rate report is 
disappointing Supt. Bledsoe. 
“In May 2012 we had 31 seniors 
graduate, with one dropping 
out and one moving that didn’t 
reapply,” he said. “The state now 
calculates our average freshmen 
graduation rate based on 
number of freshmen added two 
sophomore numbers, divided 
by two. That is 44. Then the 
state divides this year number 
of seniors (31) by 44, they get 
.70454545. Rounded up it looks 
like our graduation rate is only 
70.5%!” 

The state also recognizes the 
following factors that affect our 
graduation rate, which include: 

• Small student population 

• Unstable student population 
(close to two other neighboring 
states) 

• Excluded completers 

• Economic issues (highest 
unemployment rate in the state) 

“Even though the state 
recognizes these factors as 
modifiers,” continued Supt. 
Bledsoe, “the rate is based on 
strict calculation of numbers and 
does not change the percentage 
of our graduation rate.” 

The ironic thing is that the 
rate will probably go up to 100% 
next year because this year’s 
senior class is set to graduate 51 
seniors. 

“Our graduation rate this year 
should be in the 90% range,” 
concluded Supt. Bledsoe on 
his interpretation on the state’s 
graduation rate calculation. 

During Supt. Bledsoe’s 
notification of personnel actions 
he advised the board that James 


Bridges had been hired as the 
middle school football coach, 
Alicia Wilson as the assistant 
basketball coach, and had 
accepted the resignation of Pam 
Nanny and Janay Roberson from 
the 2F^ CCLC. There are three 
positions vacant at this time.

nal grant was received to rework 
the water lines at Davis Park,” 
stated Myatt. “That work has 
been completed. Unused funds 
were utilized to work on the 
Brownsville Water Tank. There 
is still $22,837 in the grant and 
we have been given permission 
to use the funds to purchase four 
valves for the water plant.” Pub¬ 
lic Work Director Mike Hartigan 
recommended they purchase 
electronic valves instead of hy¬ 
draulic ones. 

Additional upgrades are re¬ 
quired at the wastewater plant. 
Myatt and Hartigan have been 
working with George Haynes in 
Frankfort to make sure the sys¬ 
tems in Hickman are in compli¬ 
ance. “We need to purchase two 
automatic samplers,” stated My¬ 
att. “The original ones were pur¬ 
chased in 1993.” Three quotes 
were presented to the Commis¬ 
sion and they chose to go with 
the quote from Hauch in the 
amount of $7,707.16. 

“We are trying to get the 
sewer plant into ‘A number one 
shape’,” stated Hartigan. “We 
are following their recommen¬ 
dations to help us rectify any 
problems at the sewer plant. 

“Right now, according to 
Mike, the plant is running great,” 
added Myatt. “Sometimes he has 
an issue and upgrades need to be 
performed when they arise.”

Murphy has already seen a 
change in the atmosphere at 
FCHS, due to the program.

I have kids in my of¬ 
fice today asking questions they 
weren’t asking last year about 
their academics and already 
making decisions about their 
future careers.”

Rudolph, the creator of the 
FRSP, commented that it has 
been a joy to work with every¬ 
one at Fulton County. “If we 
hadn’t become partners with 
MSU and WKCTC from the get 
go we never would have gotten 
this done,” he said. “I am sure 
three years ago you didn’t think 
it would come true, but it has.” 

He estimates that this year 
there will be about 1,950 dual 
credit hours taken at the four 
river county schools. “Do you 
realize three years ago it was 
zero?” he said. “Now on the 
other hand we gave out schol¬ 
arships to 120 students just this 
past two weeks.

“They asked Mike to 
supply them with a quote and 
submit it during the September 
fiscal court meeting.” 

Myatt also discussed bids for 
replacing light bulbs at City Hall 
through an energy efficiency 
grant. “We received several bids 
and the low bid was received 


from Dale Usher in the amount 
of $9,960,” he said. The com¬ 
mission voted to accept this bid. 

Myatt, Mayor Lattus and 
Commissioner Roger Adams 
planned to attend the low water 
tour from Caruthersville, Mo., to 
Blytheville, Ark. on August 20. 

An issue that has risen regard¬ 
ing the closing of the Commu¬ 
nity Development Block Grant 
Phase 4 for scattered site hous¬ 
ing in Hickman was briefly dis¬ 
cussed. The remaining funds, 
needing to be dispersed in order 
to close out the grant, were sent 
back to the Department of Local 
Government (DLG) even though 
the administrator of the grant 
Martha Campbell requested the 
funds. The amount requested is 
approximately $12,000. Justifi¬ 
cation of dispersing the funds to 
Campbell needs to be provided 
before the DLG would send her 
the money. 

The Commission went into 
executive session at 8:29 p.m. 
to discuss personnel in the com¬ 
munication department. The 
Commission decided to promote 
Christina Boyle from part-time 
dispatcher to full-time at the 
rate of $7.50 per hour. They 
also voted to give Carla Rangel 
a 50 cents per hour raise with 
another one scheduled after she 
completes telecommunication 
training with the Department of 
Criminal Justice at Eastern Ken¬ 
tucky University in Richmond, 
Ky. Also gave Tony Grogan a 
$40 a week raise to supervise the 
dispatch department. 

The next meeting of the Com¬ 
mission is scheduled for Mon¬ 
day, Sept. 10 at 7 p.m. at City 
Hall. 
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ing make it possible to reach all 
the students they can.

“For the 
first time this year we have stu¬ 
dents working toward an EKG 
tech certification at our school,” 
he added. “That is exciting! It is 
something you earn in college. 
Now they can obtain them at the 
ATC before they go to college.” 

Murphy went over the classes 
that are being offered through 
the Pilot Academy this year in¬ 
cluding English 101, English 
102, Psychology, Sociology, 


Communications 181, Consum¬ 
er Chemistry, Communications 
161, Consumer Economics, 
World Geography, and MAT 
140 College Algebra, along 
with FCHS AP Calculus and 
U.S. History.
